Gentlemen: 


The Preparatory Commission for the International Refugee 
Organization, acting through its Merchandizing Advisory Committee, 
has decided to entrust to you the management of the initial auction 
sales of diamonds and other precious stones, jewelry, silver, 
porcelain, glass and other objects of value now in its possession. 


As you have been informed, the entire net proceeds realized 
from these sales will be used to rehabilitate and resettle eligible 
non-repatriable victims who suffered heavily at the hands of the 
Nazis. The background of this humanitarian undertaking will be of 
interest to you. 


In Germany and Austria the Allied Armies recovered a vast 
quantity of miscellaneous personal property which had been oonfis- 
cated by the Nazis from their victims. The disposition of that | 
portion of the property which could not be identified either as to 
individual owmership or national origin was provided for under 
Article 8 of Part I of the Final Act of the Paris Conference on 
Reparation, and the Five Power Agreement of June 14, 1946. These 
International Agreements directed the transfer of the unidentifiable 
looted property to an appropriate international refugee organization 
to be liquidated and the proceeds used for the rehabilitation and 
resettlement of non-repatriable victims of German action - - - perso 
who suffered heavily at the hands of the Nazis but who were unable t 
claim the assistance of any Government receiving reparation from 
Germany. 


The property which you have undertaken to sell is a substant: 
part of the unidentifiable looted property, and is officially design: 
in the above-mentioned Treaties as "non-monetary gold".

The Government of the United States played a leading role 

: in securing allocation of "non-monetary gold", as reparations, for 
the assistance of non-repatriable victims; and it acted most 
promptly in implementing this provision of the Reparation Agreements. 
Some time ago it directed that, upon determination of unidenti- 
fiability, the looted property in the US Zones of Germany and 
Austria be transferred by the Occupying Authorities to the 
appropriate international refugee organization, formerly the 
Intergovernmental Committee on Refugees and subsequently the 
Preparatory Commission for the International Refugee Organization. 
In accordance with the Treaty obligations, the property mst be 
liquidated by POIRO and the proceeds used for the rehabilitation 
and resettlement of eligible non-repatriable victims. 


Upon completion of the transfer of the property in the 
US Zones of Germany and Austria, it was shipped by the Preparatory 
Commission to the United States for liquidation. To assist PCIRO 
in disposing of the property, the Merchandizing Advisory Committee, 
a voluntary board, was established to effect the liquidation. 


Our aim is to receive the highest possible proceeds from 
the sales, so that the maximum assistance may be extended to the 
greatest number of victims. 


Successful sale of this property will contribute materially 
to mitigate the suffering of innocent men, women and children - - 
victims of the Hitler holocaust, and offer them hope for a happier 
future. 


We are confident that the public will support us in this 
humanitarian undertaking.
